We onthe contrary 
affirme that they be very Baalamites,and not Pricſts 
of the New Teſtament: and that their ſacrifice is 
not the ſonne of God, bur che ſtinking and Tdola- 
trous ſacrifice of Lntichriſt. Who thall be belee- 
ved 2 we or they? Let neither of both for our 
ſelves have any crecitat all. For what is man, thar 
he ſhould have any credits. Let neither of us be 
our owne Iudge , forthen there wovid be partia- 
lity : Butler God onely ſt1jke the ſtroke , lethim 4 
alone pronounce the ſentence, letrhar part be cre- #1 
dited which hath his witnefle and 1«ſtimony-When þ 
he ſpeaketh, ler.man kcepe ſilence: When he pro- 
ncunceth ſentence, let the mouth of all fleſh be ſhur

up : For who ſhall reply againſt rhe words of his 
mouth, which are in pertect truerh and wiſedome * 
His teſtimony hath he cxpreſlcly ſet downe in the 
ſacred Scripinres, his voycc hach he there kitrercd, 
to declare his perfe& n iovde and will: Let them 
be bro:1ght forth, and heard, ſearch them, for fo 
are ye will:d. Crave the true underſtanding at his 
haniis, who isthe onely reacher. It by them it 
be manifeſtly proved unto you, that the popiſh 
Pricſts be not rhe Prieſts of the New Teſtament, 
nor thcir ſacrifice the ſonne of GovJ, then let men *' 
no longer doubr, but thar all their whole worſhip 
is idolatrous and Antichriſtian, For if their pricſt- 
hood and fucrifice, which arc the two principall 
things be awry, what can be good in chem £ Let 
- us comerorhe triall ofthe matrer. And firſt in ge- 
nerall (which they deny noe) che word doth reach, 
that the dighiry, privilege , and office of the holy 
Prieſt, isro approch into the preſence of God, to 
offer giftes, and facrifice, and to make requeſt 
and ſupplicarion for the people, The neceffity of 
this office doth come from the profaneſſe and im- 
purity of men, All men are uncleane ſinners, God 
1s moſt pure and holy,and doth perfeRly hate finne: 
Ani for the ſame cauſe he doth curſe and rcje all 
thole which are polluted therewith. They can not 
approch, nor injure his preſence,before whom no- 
thing uncleane can ſtand, The prayers which come 
from them cannot be heard, being the prayers of 
fnners, and therefore nor cleane. No gift can be 
accepted attheir hands,to make any reconcilement 
0: to get any tavour, they and all theirs are ſtilt re. 
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Prieſthood and ſacrifice: | 7 
jected, they muſt either have ſome other to do i 
forthepy, orclfe for eycr remaine ſtill out of £1. 
vour,and be utterly caſt away in eternall perdition. 
He that ſhall do it, muſt be without ſpot or finne, 
end therefore among all the ſonnes of 1dam, on- 
ly Teſws Chrift is tound worthy and able to exccute 
this office. For if we reſpe& this great worke of 
reconciliation betweene God and men, we ſhall 
| finde that alone he hath wrought ic, and therefore 

is the onely Pricſt of God. None other can in ſuch 
conſidcration be called Prieſts. Iris truc in deede 
that 4arey and his ſonnes were conſecrated ard 
made Pricſts, and did execute the Miniſtery of the 
Prieſthood in the Temple: Bur yer as their ſacri- 
fiees did not, nor could nor take away [inne, being 
bur ſhadowes andthe reſemblance of che ſacrifice 
of Chriſt, ſo alſo they were not ſacrifices in deede, 
bur ſo called, for that they were the patrernc of thar 
which is the true ſacrifice, The ſame is to be ſaid 
of the Prieſts, that they were no ocher Pricfts, but 
in figure, becauſe they did reſemble Chriſt, who 
alone is a Pricſt in truth. Thoſe other Prieſts were 
ſeparated from the people, and conſecrated to the 
ſervice of the Tempie. The cheite of them might 
enter into the moſt holy place, and come betore 
the Arcke of the cov: nant and the mercy ſeare, and 
there offer with bloud to make recoaciliation, 
T hcy bare the names of the tribes of Iſrael, and ſa. 

reſented them beforethe Lord. But yer all was 
bu a ſhadow, ro dire the eyes of their faith- unto 
Chriſt » for theſe. Priefts could not waſh away 
finne, they couldnot bring men into heaven, and 
B 3 therefore 
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A Treatiſe againſt the Romiſh 
therefore when he came, which is the Prieſt in. 
deede, and which doth accomplith thar which was 
by them bur rclembled : thea all thoſe ſhadowes 
did ceaſe and give place. He continueth a Prieſt for 
ever. He hath perfectly wrougin the wotke of re- 
conciliation, and brought men in.o fivour with 
God. For with the ſacrifice of his body he hath 
ranſom:dthem, and with his bloud he hath pur- 
ged away their finnes with full ſatistaQion, and 
his prayers have beere accepted. He hath recei- 
ved hono' ani power to fave for ever all thoſe 
whom he doth ſanRific. Now the queſtion'is, 
whether any canbe joyncd with him in this office, 
and be partakers wit hhim in this high dignity, as 
to off:r up to God the ſame ſacrifice which he 
offered . Forthis is without all controverkie, that 
ſuch as dochallenge a copartnerſhip with him in 
offring the ſacrifice, and gift which he did offer,do 
alſo challenge afellowthip with him in the dignit 
and glory of the Prieſthood by which he did offer 
it, For was notthe preatglory ofhis Prieſthood 
1n chis, that he off:ed himſelfe in ſacrifice unto his 
father ſhall not thoſe then which do the ſame 
thing receive the ſame honour and glory therfore? 
Thus we ſee that when as none could be found 
wor'fy in heaven and earth , but ently the Lambe, 
Revelds. 5..yet every: greafie ſhavcling will have 
tellowſhipand glory wich him, even inthe high.ſt 
part of his office. Lord how long wilechou ſpare? 
looke downe and vificethe blaſphemy of the wic- 
ked-Bra# upon him, and upon the heard and rome 
of his horacd ſhavelings. They ſay they be Pricfts,

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6 A Treatiſe againſt the Romiſh 
been ſo called by others,otherwite than that which 
they give unto all the tauhtull, that being waſhed 
and {anRified inthe bloud of Chriſt, they be made 
Kings and Prieſts unto God, 1, Pct. 2, Revel, 1, & 
5. Which is in another {ence than this which they 
challenge. No, the word of the Lord is dircctly 
againſt you, ye prieſts of Baa/. For it ſpeakech of 
one Pricft which ſhould ariſe atter the order of 
Melchiſedech, and ner of prieſts. It ſauh, there is 
one Mediator betweene God and man, 1 Tin. 2. 
Ani therefore alſo it followeth, that there is bur 
one Prieff, Becauſethe Pricſt of. the new Tefta» 
meat is the mediator of the ſame, is there any man 
ſo mad as to aſcribe this glory to the Pope and his 
pricſts,. asto ſay they be mediators of the ciew 
Teſtament? If not, thenare they no ptieſts. Now, 
although this is ſufficicart to proove their prigſt» 
hood to be counterfait, that they can ſhew no cal» = 
ling in the word, nor no mention that any one of 

the Apoſtles was a prieſt, or that any man ſhould 
have fuch honour : yet comake the matter more 
evident, I will ſhew by further reaſons, that their 
prieſthood is ſuch, that it cannot ſtand with the 
pricſthood of Chriſt. We all know, that the Lord 
{wore that his ſonne ſhould ariſe up a Prieft for ever 
after the order of Melch:ſedech, Pſal, 110. Then if jr 
f.1l out, as it ſhalbe manifeftly ſhewed, that the 
' Pricſthood of the Papacy is direRly comrary unto 
that order of Melchiſedech; It muſt needs alſo tol- 
low that the {ame isnot of God. The order of the 
prieſthood ot Melchiſedech is gathered our of that 
which Hoſes ſaith of him, Geneſis 14. the words 
are 
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Prirſibo:d and ſacrifice. - 7 
are theſe - and Melchiſedech King of Salem brought 
foorth bread and wine, which was alſo a priſt of 
the moſt high God. And he blefſed him, faying, 
Bleſſed be Abram of che moſt high God, poſſt{ior 
of heaven and earth, andblefied berthe moſt high 
God; which harh delivered thine adverfaries into 
thin: hand, and he gave him tyrhe of all. This 
man was greater-than the Patriarch Abrabary, as it 
is proved by two reaſons,” Heby., 7. the one that 
Abraham paid himtiches: The other, that he blefſed 
Abraham. Then : Moſes writing of ſo great a man 
no: mentioning father nor mother , nor kindred, 
beginning, nor end of his life - although he had a 
father and a mother, and kinred, and' had borh a 
beginning and an end : yet becaufe Hoſes menti- 
onerh not any of theſe, it is ſaid, that he was with- 
our father, without beginning of dayes, and wirh- 
outend of life, as tho:1gh he were one that had ſud- 
denly come downe from heaven. Wheuit is faid, 
that he was a Prieſt of the moſt high God, no men- 
tion.made of any annoynring, of any miniſtring 
garmegts,of any temple, altar, or ſacrifice, nor yer 
of any that did ſucceed him, it is gathered that he 
doth continue a prieſt for ever. And moreover, 
thatin his Prieſthood all things are ſpirituall and 
tallofendles power, By this argument, rhe holy 
Ghoſt proveth Heb. 7 . vey.16. 17. 18. that the 
prieſthood of the Levites was abrogate, and could 
not ſtand with the Priefthood of Chriſt, ſecing it 
could give no ſtrength nor fartherance thereto : 
for the one being ſpiritual}, and according to the 
power of rhe life that is not diffolyed, the other, as 
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he ſpeaketh bcing aftct the law ofthe caroall com- 
mandement, they couid notbe joyned {o rogether 
as that rhe ore might be a ſupply unto rhe-glueRt of 
the other, | For alchough-rhe law ofthe carnall 
commandement, which 1s ſo called, noti1t reſpe& 
of rhe founder thereof, which was God, but for' 
that the ſubſtance of the things were bodily and” 
carnall) did profirand benefit men thus farre, that 
by outward carnal things,they had the reſemblance 
of things ſpirituall ro ſtrengthen cheir fairh. Yet 
when he was come, in whom was all the ſpirituall 
and heavenly power of the Prieſthood, thoſe car- 
na}l and earthly things were toccaſc, As forexams 
ple: Aaron was annointed with matcriall oyle, he 
was clothed wi.h the miniſtring garments, he en« 

tred into a tabernacle upon carth which was buile 
with hands, he had the bloud of calves and goates, 

& {laine beaſts tor ſacrifice, he preſented the names 
of the tribes betore the mercy feat. All theſe and 
ſuch like are the carnall commandememt, thele did 
not take away tfinne, nor reſtore into tavoug with 
God: Bur Chriſt alone is the prieſt that wrovght 

that, His annoynting was not wxh oylke, but with 

the holy Ghoſt : He needeth no holy garments, 

for there was no ſpot of uncleannefie xn him ro be 

covered. He came not with the bloud of flaine 
beaſtes, but with his owne bloud. He emred not 
ntotle Tabernacle made with hands, ro appeare 
for us, and io prefent us: betore the Arke + bur he 

1s enticed intorhe very heavens;evenumo the throne 
of God, to preſent us there. Thus then ir follow. 

ethithatthe Prieſthood of Aeren, being after the 
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law of the carnal commandement, that is to ſay, 
the conſceration was withthings that were earthly

For the order ot his 
prieſthot is gathcred cur of chat deſcript ion of 
A ſes 19 which chere is to mention of ſuch things, 
care not to doubt bur that he had father and mo- 
ther , that he was borne as an other man, and al= 
ſo had a1 end of his dayes : Neverthcl-ſſe, becauſe 
thoſe thi gs are lefr our, he is brought jn as one 
which never had beginning, and chat never had cnd, 
butcontinucth a pricſt tor ever. Inlike ſort, how- 
ſoever at any time he exccucd the office of a prieſt, 
as others did : yer becauſc there is no ſuch thing 
expreſſed, and that which is expreſicd, is that

muſt be agreeable unto the ſame, And it 1sfaid rhag 
if he were one earth, he could not be 8 Prieit, while thoſe 
Prieftes did itand which were afier the Law, Heb. g 4, 
For althoulih our Lord were a Prie# inaced when he 
Was ypon earth,and did offer the ſacrifice of his bo. 
dy, yet yc {cethere was no out ward thing that the 
Prieſis vpon earth doc. His budy was lain upon 
earth, but was itcaried int6the Terpple and ſlaine at 
the Alter; Was the blo«d /prinkled before the Arby 
of the govenant? Nogall things were heavenly and 
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Prieſthood and ſacrifice. T5 
ſpirituall in this ſacrifice. If we regard the ſubſtance 
of his body , it was the ſamethar ours is, Bur yer 
all che vertue and efhcacy of the ſame, when it was 
2 ſl.in<favrifice, was from aboue, And fo though 
he were in earth, yet the whole frutte of his worke 
was in heaven..

proofc hereof: for itis manifeſtly and fully to be 
prooved by that which the holy Ghoſt hath ſee 
dowae as concerning the ſacrifice ofthe New Tet a= 
met inthe Epiſtle tothe Hebrewes, Thoſercaſons 
whichare thete brought to prove thar the ſacrifi- 
ces of the law could doe nothing, and therefore 
were to be aboliſhed, will alſo ferve to throw

throne of glory , and moſt high majeſty thither 
muſt tholebe brought which ſhall come unto him, 
whereyponit followeth, that the Prieſt that ſhall 
bring men unto God, muſt bea minifteroftte Ta- 
bernacle of Heaven.

22 A Treatiſe againſt the Romiſh 
ſtrength of the argument which the oy ghoſt u- 
ſeth ro prove that Chriſt at once by bis bloud hath 
purged the conſcience from finne for ever, that ;his 
ſacrifice was offered by his eternall ſpirit, which is 
his godhead.Eor the godhead having cternall paw- 
er of lite, the fleſh and bloud of the manhood joy, 
ned ſo with the godhead that they made one perſon, 
had alſo the ſame power;ſo that although the bloud 
of Chriſt of ir ſeife had not power at once to purge: 
ercrnally, yer becauſe it was the bloud of God, ir 
had thar force. Hcreups ir followeth that the power 
ofthat purging by his bloud being erernall,and that 
one purgation being perfca, the redemption which 
he harh found is eternal.

The reaſon is manifeſt , drawen fromthe 
effcR ofthe medicine ; for if it have takenaway the 
diſcaſc, and perfected the cure, thenis it vaine ro 
adde it any more, If it be till continually, and 
from time to time applycd tothe (ore as ſtill remai- 
ning, then it may be ſaid truely, that rhe ſame me- 
digine doth not heale, Wherefore he addech this 
proof that notwithſtanding the ſacrifices were of- 
red,yet there remained the mention of finnes yere- 
ly, wheathey kepcchat folemne day of expiation. 
.T his diſeaſe of {igne ſtill remaining as the continu» 
all mention and remembrance thereof doeth ſhew:

Vatotheſe.is oppoſed the ſacrifice 
of Chriſt, which becauſe ir hath perfealy purged

The former did ſtand daily mi- 
piſtring as thoſe which had not, nor could not ac- 
complith the worke of reconciliation, although 
they offred never ſo often: But he having once of. 
fered , ceafeth from offring, and is {er downe in 
the higheft throne of majeſty and glory, becauſe as 
it is there {aid, he hath with one obtation made perfect 

for ever thoſe which are ſanft1fſed, If his ſacrifice 
did aboliſh finne bur for a time, as for a yeetre, or

Here is further ſhewed wherefore it cannot be a- 
vailable without death, that is toſay , therew noree. 
miſſion of ſinnes- without ſhedding of blond, Chrift 
therefore could not be offred ofren,unlefle it ſhould 
be ro no purpoſe ,-which is moſt abſurd , bur his 
bloud muſt be often ſhed. Then it the Papiſts wil 
uphold and maintaine that their ſacribce is availe. 
ableto purge -away finne, and that-it is a ſacrifice 
propitiatory for the quickeand'the dead , as they 
do impudenly affirme': Let them alſo confeffe thar 
they murther-againethe Sonne of God , and fo 
ſhcad his bloud.

There is no teſtimony of any goodnes in 
men withour this: for thoſe men which can rerainc 
ſo willingly even in their boſoms theſe vipers, as 
ſome doe their wives, their ſonnes, their daughters; 
their ſervants, and thcir friends: although they 
make ſome ſhew , as though they did {ome- 
what miſlike,yet they be very Atheiſts, 
voidec ofall true knowledge, and
